Recent events have not shaken my faith in 
the ultimate triumph of Freedom and Justice, 
for I was reared by parents whose faith in God 
and belief that rzght will triumph eventually 
is too deeply ingrained in me to doubt its final 
victory. 

I do emphasize the words ‘ultimate’ and 
“final,” for I am not at all sure we may not 
have to pass through a period of great trial. | 
am of the opinion we are in prophetic days, 
when for a time Evil is to hold sway and appar- 
ently to override the Good. (A minister once 
said if we knew our Bible we would not need to 
read newspapers. ) 

We have been told plainly that such a state 
would exist and I believe we must accept these 
conditions and possibly greater tribulations as 
part of the world’s destiny without losing faith 
that in due time Right will triumph over 
Might. As long as we believe in the existence, 
in the justice, and in the Holiness of God, we 
cannot believe otherwise. 

A manager recently wrote me that the times 
tend to fill everyone with pessimism. That 
should not be so. We should recognize them 
for what they are — times of tribulation, but 
not as an occasion for pessimism. Such exper- 
iences should cause us to examine our faiths 
and reestablish our convictions more firmly, 
resolving to acquit ourselves like men who 
have a deep and abiding faith that cannot be 
shaken by outward events. 

As long as we have faith at all in God, we 
must know that He is All-Powerful, that His 
Will for the world is Justice and Right and that 
eventually His Purpose will be established here 
on earth. Good emerges slowly, but we must 
not doubt its final victory. 

These are my convictions as to the world 
aspect in its relation to an Overruling Provi- 
dence. 

As to our country, my faith in our America, 
in its people and in the “American Way of 
Life,’ is unwavering. America is the greatest 
country on earth— not because it is our 
country, but by comparison with other coun- 
tries. Its founding I believe to have been 
Divinely ordained and that God has a mighty 
mission for this country among the Nations of 
the world. 

America was founded by our forefathers in 
prayer, in faith, and in the heroic spirit of 
sacrifice. Lives of comparative ease in their 
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own country might have been theirs had they 
been willing to surrender their convictions. 
They chose the hard right rather than the easy 
wrong and were ready to lay down their lives for 
freedom to worship God according to the 
dictates of their consciences. They underwent 
grievous hardships; many did lay down their 
lives; and throughout the nation’s history 
when the occasion has made necessary, their 
descendants have paid the supreme sacrifice 
upon its battle field to preserve these principles 
of freedom. 

In the immortal words of Lincoln: ‘‘It is 
rather for us to be here dedicated to the great 
task before us . . . that this nation, under God, 
shall have a new birth of freedom — and that 
the Government of the people, by the people, 
for the people, shall not perish from the earth.”’ 

Yes, our country is great. It could have been 
mightier than it is had not some throughout 
every period of its history retarded its growth 
by greed, corruption in high places, petty 
partisanship in crucial periods and by individ- 
ual selfishness. Selfishness, of course, is the 
festered spot in every evil situation whether 
world, nation or individual. 

As a Nation, and as individuals, our fate will 
be determined by our choice of the hard right 
or the easy wrong. Softened by comfortable 
living in easy-going periods, our spiritual and 
our physical muscles tend to become flabby. 
We need reversions to difficulties to toughen us 
up. Periods such as the present are testing 
times. The harder they become, the more de- 
termined we should be not to be swept aside by 
the fears and doubts that bedevil the world. 
We must return to the right principles in our 
thinking, in our beliefs and in our practices, 
putting aside negativeness and self indulgence. 
No matter what lies ahead, we must carry on to 
the best of our ability, doing our utmost from 
day to day, each in our own niche. In such 
times those who are too soft, who lack the 
courage and stamina to strive, slacken effort. 
Real men tighten their belts, throw full weight 
into the harness of their daily activities and pull 
with all their might and main. 

Let us choose for ourselves the hard right. 
If individuals in sufficient number will gird 
themselves and play their part as men, our 
America will be made safe for its own people 
and will stand as a beacon light of Hope to this 
war-torn and war-weary world.

F necessary, good calves can be 
| raised when milk is scarce. Calves, 

like other animals, to be thrifty 
and to grow normally need plenty of 
food energy, the proper amount of 
protein, balanced minerals, and enough 
of the right vitamins. 

If a hard working farmer, weighing 
200 pounds, had to get all of his food 
in the form of milk he would need 
about two gallons a day. A young 
calf, weighing 100 pounds, would 
need about a gallon to keep him going 


and growing. 


NEEDS A GALLON OR MORE OF MILK 
A DAY 


The new-born 100 pound calf needs 
about a gallon of milk a day. About 
a gallon is required to furnish the 
necessary B vitamins. At least a quart 
is needed to furnish vitamin A to 
prevent calf scours and pneumonia. 
Milk, fed to calves, should be meas- 
ured rather accurately.

CALVES NEED VITAMIN D 


Sun-cured hay of good quality will 
usually take care of the vitamin D 
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requirements of the calf. If, however, 
stiffness or swollen joints develop, 
then extra vitamin D must be fed. 
It is easily furnished by feeding in the 
grain mixture cod liver oil or irradi- 
ated yeast. Cod liver oil is used at 
the rate of one pound to ninety-nine 
pounds of the grain mixture. Yeast 
is used at the rate of one-tenth of a 
pound to about 100 pounds of the 
grain mixture. 


START THEM AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE 


A good ration should be fed as 
early as it is possible to get the calf to 
eat it. Because a calf will eat very 


little else during its first two weeks it

should be furnished milk in rather 
liberal amounts, say from four to five 
Although the calf will 
begin to nibble at a grain mix or at hay 
during the second or third week, it 
cannot handle much bulky feed until 
it is from six to eight weeks old.

During this early period it takes a 
little time to get the calf accustomed 
to a grain ration. It can be made to 
take heavier feedings of grain—from 
one-quarter to three-quarters of a 
pound by letting it go hungry or by 
feeding it a thin, warm gruel. If it is 
gruel fed, feed three-fourths of a pound 
of grain mix, finely ground, and stir 
it into three-fourths of a gallon of 


warm water for every gallon of milk 


displaced. 


If the calf does not take

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to the gruel readily, mix in a small 
amount of milk. Do not give water 
shortly before or soon after the gruel. 
Gruel feeding is an excellent method 
of getting the calf on grain early and 
of avoiding losses in weight which 
might happen during the transfer 
from heavy milk feeding to reasonable 
grain feeding. Care must be taken 
when feeding gruel to prevent over 
feeding—causing a loss of all gains 
made. It is well to leave the calf still 
eager for more food at the end of its 
meal. 

It is always good calf management 
to keep the calf eager for its feed. 
It should not be stuffed. Reduce its 
feed sharply for a feeding or two if 
signs of “‘logginess’’ appear. This is 
usually sufficient to keep it “up and 
coming. 

Dairymen may choose whichever 
of the following rations is most con- 
venient or best suited to the needs of 
their herds. The first two have been 
worked out and used effectively at the 
University of Wisconsin.

when the calves are about four months 
old. If good quality green hay 1s 
being fed, the ground alfalfa can like- 
wise be left out at this time. Should 
good hay not be available then the 
inclusion of from five to ten per cent 
ground alfalfa is advisable since this is 
the principal carrier of the parent 
substance of vitamin A, carotene. 

The inclusion of blackstrap molasses 
in the ration after the calves are older 
is a matter of choice. Its use will 
improve appetite with the result that 
more growth is obtained, but it may 
not warrant the additional cost and 
bother necessary to mix it into the 
ration.

may be used to replace part or all of 
the soybean meal indicated. Its use 
depends upon its cost. Many feeders 
like to use linseed oil meal in their 
calf ration and where the price is 
favorable this can be done to good 
advantage. A fifty-fifty soybean meal 
and linseed oil meal mixture may be 
used. However, ration 3 is adequately 
fortified and the adding of linseed oil 
meal to it is not necessary. 

In some sections, blackstrap mo- 
lasses may be difficult to obtain as this 
product may be diverted into other 
channels. Molasses is rich in certain

Westfall Dispersal 
HE Guernsey herd of Orla West- 
fall, Marion, Indiana, was sold 
at auction on November 17. 
Mr. Westfall has been breeding good 
Guernseys in his quiet way for the past 
fifteen years. 

Mr. Westfall had developed a herd 
of useful cattle. Without exception 
they were sound in udder and carried 
the right kind of udders. They were 
rugged in constitution with plenty of 
dairy type and production. In the 
fifteen years he has been breeding 
Guernseys he has used three very good 
bulls, all grandsons of Maple Glen 
Radium 70837 and Border Raider 
22243.

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Blach-out ! 


In the days immediately following 
Pearl Harbor, when the first Japanese 
submarines made their appearance 
along the Pacific Coast, California 
dairymen and their cows were bom- 
barded with a barrage of “‘black-out 
orders” that varied as widely as their 
sources. 

Most California dairies are equipped 
with milking barns that consist almost 
entirely of a concrete floor, a roof, 
concrete side walls four feet high and 
either glass or open spaces between 
the side walls and the roof, with a 
milk house attached to one end and 


a feed room at the other. Plenty of 


daylight and ventilation were built 
into them, which meant that they dot 
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the landscape like beacons at night. 

In an effort to submit a black-out 
system that was adequate, convenient 
and inexpensive, the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service of the University of 
California very soon released sugges- 
tions. G. E. Gordon and D. T. 
Batchelder, extension specialists in 
dairying, and J. P. Fairbanks, exten- 
sion specialist in agricultural engin- 


eering, then called a number of 


meetings throughout the dairy sec- 
tions of the state, which have been 
attended by hundreds of dairymen. 


A roll curtain. 


paper fastened to it with lath. 
fastened with lath or strip to the top of the barn. 
the curtain can be rolled up and tied, and can be very easily and 
quickly lowered when needed. 


They advised the use of a fibre 
paper consisting of two layers with 
an adhesive of an asphalt base. This 
material is on the market under several 
different trade names. 

During the black-out the shaded 
lights on long extension cables or 
cords are provided with lamps of low 
candle power and kept down close to 
the floor to prevent reflected light in 
the top of the barn. Milk inspectors 
gave approval to methods that would 
still provide the necessary ventilation. 
The primary aim is to secure a system 
that will give a complete black-out 
during alert hours, in the shortest 
possible time, and yet furnish the 
maximum of daylight. Many dairy- 
men decided to solve the problem by 


milking in the dark.

A KEEN interest in Guernsey progress 
and plans by the membership means 
a prolific meeting of the Wisconsin 
Guernsey Breeders Association at Mad- 
ison. With a splendid attendance 
the reports all indicated an active year 
had been experienced in breed promo- 
tion and milk marketing. The pro- 
gram started before noon in the Col- 
lege of Agriculture in the University 
of Wisconsin and included talks on 
Grain Rations and Co-operative Pur- 
chase of Dairy Feeds. These were in 
charge of H. E. Babcock, Co-operative 
Grange League Federation, and the 
Dairy Feeding was handled by W. E. 
Krause, Ohio Experiment Station. 
President Clarence Sheridan was 
in charge of the afternoon session 
held at the Loraine Hotel. He re- 
viewed some of the highlights in the 
year’s activities and pointed with 
pride to the six parish shows and type 
schools held throughout the state. 
He also spoke of the uncertainty in 
planning meetings, due to the rubber 
shortage, but assured the members 
that something would be worked out. 
Field-man George Britts gave a 
complete report of this work in de- 
veloping new markets for GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk under the trade mark 
and breed promotion. He reported 
828 memberships, Southwestern Wis- 
consin leading with 300 and Barron 
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County next with 128. Twelve thou- 
sand copies of the quarterly publica- 


tion, Wisconsin Guernseys, were 
mailed during 1941; awards to 4-H 
members included scholarships, en- 
graved milk jugs and medals. 

Secretary Gavin McKerrow ana- 
lyzed the treasurer’s report, giving 
figures on the amounts received and 
disbursed in each field of endeavor. 
The balance showed a gain over the 
previous year and the membership 
voted to buy $2,500 worth of Defense 
Bonds. They also voted to encourage 
4-H work with duplication of the 
scholarships to five outstanding mem- 
bers, as well as winners at the state 
fair. Appropriations for county herds 
shown at the state fair were also agreed 
upon. 

Dr. Larson, state veterinarian, re- 
ported on Developments in Live 
Stock Sanitation. He informed the 
breeders that State Control was needed 
in calfhood vaccination and undoubt- 
edly his department would liberalize 
regulations regarding same. 

Secretary McKerrow presented 166 
Life Time Production Certificates with 
H. and H. Lurvey receiving twenty- 
two, all of which are for living cows. 
The association decided to continue 
making these awards next year. 

Professor George C. Humphrey 
showed some beautiful slides of the 
various parish shows held last year. 

‘C. B. Finley, field-man for The 


American Guernsey Cattle Club, who 
always has some sound advice for 
breeders, told them that the pure bred 
breeders have a real charge to build 
up type and good blood lines for 
foundation stock to help meet the 
demands made by the international 
situation. He compared the prices 
and registration figures from 1916 up 
until the present time, showing the 
steady progress. He said, ‘This breed 
will continue and progress as we de- 
velop it and there has never been an 
overproduction of real tops in dairy 
cattle.” 

L. B. Stevens, Ralph Tratt and Joe 
Cramer were reelected as directors 
and one new director, Dr. J. B. Klein- 
hans. Dr. Kleinhans has a farm on 
the shores of Lake Superior and has 
been a very philanthropic gentleman, 
giving many of his exceptionally well- 
bred Guernsey bull calves to the 
farmers in his county. Clarence Sheri- 
dan was reelected as president, as 
were the rest of the officers: S. W. 
Gunderson, vice-president; Gavin Mc- 
Kerrow, secretary-treasurer; George D. 
Britts, assistant secretary and field- 
man. The directors voted to hold the 
annual state sale during the week of 


October 20. 

Over 400 attended the annual ban- 
quet and the only reason for this 
limitation was that the hotel could

not accommodate more. 
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Sheridan was toastmaster and the ad-

in class A. During her record she 
produced 69.6 pounds of milk the high- 
est day and averaged 53.9 pounds per 
day for the year. 

There are several rather interesting 
incidents regarding Jette’s record. She 
calved on Christmas morning, 1940, 
with a bull calf and on New Year's 
eve, 1941, passed the 1,000 pound 
mark on her record.

can be obtained and mixed in the 
ration. If not, then the alfalfa hay 
should be increased from six to ten 
per cent in ration Wisconsin 3. 

Fish meal is used in this ration to 
support the soybean oil meal. Its use 
is essential if good growthy calves are 
desired. Dried skimmed milk will 
replace the fish meal and where the 
price is favorable it is to be preferred. 
It should be fed at the rate of five to 
ten pounds in Wisconsin No. 3 ration. 
Other protein feeds may be used for 
the replacement of part of the soybean 
oil meal. Gluten meal or cottonseed 
oil meal may be used for this purpose 
when the price tag warrants. 


SOME SAFEGUARDS IN FEEDING 

After the second week it will pay 
to keep hay before the calves at all 
times.

Watch the calves closely. Some 
will eat grains readily while others 
will be difficult to start on grain. Those 
which eat grain readily can be cut 
down rapidly on milk. Keep in mind 
that normally a four weeks old calf 
needs at least two gallons of milk a 
day whereas when milk is scarce it is 
given but one gallon and an equal

At the annual meeting of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club at Chicago 
in 1938 Mr. Ziesing was honored by 
a transcription by the Firestone broad- 
cast in which it described his farm 
and operations. The outstanding part 
of his work was the testing of all 
animals on the place and he has had 
continuous testing of his cows since 
he began in the Guernsey business. 
An illustration of what this means, the 
first fifty cows to be tested averaged 
473 pounds of butter fat, the second 
fifty averaged 516 pounds of butter fat 
and the third fifty, 562 pounds of 
butter fat. He bred most of the ani- 
mals on his place. 

In business, August Ziesing was a 
retired president of The American 
Bridge Company and while in his 
active capacity he was responsible for 
the building of the Woolworth and 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
buildings of New York, the Tribune 
Tower and Stevens Hotel in Chicago 
and the Union Trust Building in 
Cleveland. 

He will be missed by a large number 
of friends, particularly in Guernsey 
circles. 

A few days prior to Mr. Ziesing’s 
death Benjamin Clayton, Sartartia Plan- 
tation, Sugarland, Texas, purchased 
the herd. He secured thirty-two fe- 
males including six 
Bournedale Master Max 193578, the 
sire of Bournedale Martha 406060. 
The remainder of the herd, or twenty- 
six head, were daughters of Noble 
Albert of Thorn Hill 271363 that was 
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sired by Bournedale Noble 212790 
and out of Alberta of Thorn Hill 
397373. This bull was a twin to the 
junior herd sire at the Chicago Guern- 
sey Farm. The other herd sires at 
Chicago Guernsey Farms, Inc., are 
Noce’s Ambition 
Coronet- 


Bournedale La 
204515 and  Bournedale 
Majesty 212791. Noble Albert’s dam, 
Alberta of Thorn Hill 397373, was sold 
at practically the same time of Mr. 
Clayton’s purchase to Quail Roost 
Farms, George Watts Hill, Rougemont 
North Carolina. She was pronounced 
by Louis Merryman, W. W. Fitzpatrick 
and Granville Hibberd as being one 
of the best living Guernseys. 

Also in the sale to Mr. Clayton was 
included Chinquapin Philosopher 
243707, sired by Langwater Philos- 
opher 187794 and out of Aiyukpa 
Levity Queen 276857. 

Recently he also secured Meadow 
Lodge Rex's Master 292458 from 
Meadow Lodge Oklahoma

International Milk Coolers 
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Castle Hill Guernsey Farm 
That England has been able ty 


carry on during these war times js 
manifest by a recent letter written to 
C. W. Robinson by Donald B. Hardy, 
Kelsall, near Chester, England. 

‘My farm here is only on a small 
scale. Just 100 acres. All my cattle 
are pedigreed Guernseys which leads 
me to ask what do you refer to when 
you say so and so pure breds (which 
I take to be registered pedigree in the 
Herd Book) and so and so grades. 
Does that latter mean part Guernsey? 
At the moment we have three bulls, 
twenty-nine cows and heifers in the 
milking barns and some thirty-two 
downcalves—heifers and young stock. 
For some years we used milking 
machine (Gascoigree) but a couple of 
years ago returned to hand milking 
and better results have been obtained. 
We have fifty head sheep, Kerry ewes 
mated to Suffolk rams—lambs being 
sold fat in July—dropped early March. 
Two horses and couple of Fordson 
tractors. 

“Of the hundred acres we have put 
twenty-seven one-half under 
plough—(ten in oats and remainder 
green crops for winter feed to cattle 
and three acres of potatoes). The 
Government pays a subsidy as war 
time measure of £10 (say fifty dollars) 
Hay 
we make about forty tons each year 
and purchase same amount from local 
farmers at £9 (forty-five dollars) per 
ton. 


and 


per acre on all potato ground. 


“All milk is sold in washed cartons. 
Our milk is retailed locally some fifty 
to seventy gallons daily at six pence 
per pint or ten pence per quart. This 
I did to encourage householders to 
take the larger quantity for the costs 
in distribution are heaviest in the 
multiple calls in stopping and starting. 
We employ five men on the dairy side 
(two doing part time delivery) leaving 
three full time hands for what we call 
‘The Yard’ or cattle buildings. Cows 
remain out day and night until end of 
next month if possible—until the 
ground becomes frozen hard. We 
feed daily on to the ground in the 
fields two loads of cabbages (we 
planted 26,000 this year) or marrow 
stem kale. All milk is sold in cartons. 
I have one mechanic and one plough- 
man who also looks after the sheep.
